The  identical  faces  which  an  the  fir.t 
day  of  the  trial  beamed  upon  the  contra 
tsnts  and  on  tbe  array  ol  distinguished 
counsel,  now  haunts  the  report,  r  in  hi* 
dream*.  They  ecem  to  have  taken  root 
upon  the  floor,  thrive  on  every  window  till, 
and  blossom  oa  the  wall.

The  day  opened  with  the  annunciation 
of  Mr.  Tilton’s  political  and  social 
theories,  which  by  thi*  lime  have  become 
pretty  well  known.
